Messrs. BLEDSOE, WHITAKER, WAL- 
TON, EDWARDS, WRIGHT’, SILVER 
TOO TH and TAYLOR advocated the bill as 
being absolutely necessary to the interests of the 
people of the district. 

Mr. ANDREWS thought it bad policy to in 
augurate this system of chauccllors in the sever- 
al districts in the State. 

Mr. M ATTH EWSON opposed the bill. 

Mr. BRIJNER moved an amendment, reserv- 
ing the right to repeal the law and abolish the 
courts at any time.

ORDERS OF THE DAY. 

Resolutions in regard to the admission of Kan- 
sas, which read as follows: 

Resolved by the General Assembly of the Com 
monwealth of Kentucky , That our Senators in 
Congress be instructed and our Representatives 
requested to favor the immediate admission of 
Kansas into the Union, according to the recom- 
mendations of the President in his message of 
the 2d instant, upon an equal footing with the 
other States of the Union. 

Resolved , That the dominant division of the 
people of the Territory of Kansas having elected 
a Governor and other State officers, together with 
a legislature, according to the provisions of the 
Lecompton Constitution, pledged to organize the 
Government as soon as admitted into the Union 
under said Constitution, and therefore provide 
for the calling of a Conveution to amend or re- 
construct said Constitution in accordance with 
the will of the people of said State. It is obvi 
oils that the immediate admission of the State 
will terminate all external agitation, and, in a 
short time, must bring quiet to that distracted 
people; whereas the refusal to admit the State as 
now proposed, would certainly increase the ex 
citeinent and prolong agitation, which must be 
attended with serious evils, and might terminate 
n results which every patriot would deplore. 

Mr. HUSTON prosposed the following as a 
substitute for said resolution. 

Resolved by the General Assembly of the Com 
monwealth of Kentucky. That we are in fa 
vor of the admission of Kansas into the Union as 
a slave State, upon an equal footing with the 
original States, with a republican constitution; 
but, however much we may desire the admission 
of Kansas into the Union as a slave State, she 
ought not to be admitted if Congress is satisfied 
that the constitution she presents is not approved 
bv a majority of the legal voters of the territory, 
believing, as we do, that a contrary action would 
produce further agitation rather than promote 
peace and harmony among the States or the citi 
zens of Kansas. 

Risolved, That a copy of this resolution be 
forwarded by the Governor to our Senators 
and Representatives in Congress. 

And then the House took a recess until 
o’clock, P. M. 



The President’s Message on the Lecomp- 
ton Constitution. 

[concluded.] 

It was necessary, first, to ascertain whether it 
was the desire of the people to be relieved from 
Territorial dependence, and establish a State 
government For this purpose the Territorial 
Legislature, in 1855, passed a law for taking the 
sense of the people of the Territory upon the 
expediency of calling a convention to form a 
State constitution. At the general election to be 
held in October, 1856, the “sense of the people,” 
was accordingly taken, and they decided in favor 
of a constitution 

It is true that at this election the enemies of the 
Territorial government did not vote, because they 
were then engaged at Topeka without the slightest 
pretext of lawful authority in framing a consti- 
I union of their own for subverting the Territorial 
government. In pursuance of this decision of 
the people iu favor of the convention, the Terri 
I al Legislature, on the 27th of February, 1857, 
passed 
third 

constitution. 

This law is as fair in its provisions as any that 
ever passed a legislative body for a similar pur- 
pose. The right of suffrage at this election is 
clearly and justly defined. Every 6o/ia jSie citizen 
of the United States, above the age of twenty 
one, and who had resided therein for three months 
previous to that date was entitled to a vote In 
order to avoid all interference from neighboring 
States and Territories with the freedom and fair 
ness of the election, a provision was made for 
the registry <,f qualified voters, and pursuant 
thereof, nine thousand two hundred and fiftv one 
voters were registered. Governor Walker did 
his whole duty iu urging all qualified citizens of 
Kansas to vote at this election. In his inaugu 
ral address on the 27 th of Mav he informed them 
that — 

“Under our practice the preliminary act of 
framing a State constitution is uniformly per- 
formed through the instrumentality of a con- 
vention of delegates chosen by the people them- 
selves. That convention is now about to be 
elected by you under the call of the Territorial 
Legislature, created and still recognized by the 
authority of Congress, and clothed by it in the 
comprehensive language of the organic law, with 
full power to make such an enactment. The Ter- 
ritorial Legislature then, in assembling this con 
vention were fully sustained by the act of Con 
gross, and the authority of the convention is dis- 
tinctly recognized in mv instructions from the 
President of the United States.” 

The Governor also clearly and distinctly in 
forms them what would be the consequence if 
they did not participate in the election. The peo 
pie of Kansas then, he says, “are invited by the 
highest authority known to the constitution to 
participate freely and fairly in the election of del- 
egates to frame a constitution and State govern 
ment.” The law has performed its entire appro 
priate function when it extends to the people the 
right of suffrage, but it cannot compel the per 
formance of that duty. 

Throughout the whole Union, however, and 
wherever free government prevails, those who 
abstain from the exero «f iWo right of suffrage 
authorize those who do vote to act for them in 
that contingency; aud absentees are as much 
bound under the law and constitution, where there 
is no fraud or violence, by the act of the majority 
of those who do vote, as if all had participated in 
the election. Otherwise, as voting must be vol 
untarv, self government would be impracticable, 
and monarchy or despotism would remain as the 
only alternative. 

It may also be observed that at this period any 
hopes, if such had existed, that the Topeka con 
stitution would ever be recognized by Congress 
must have been abandoned. Congress had ad- 
journed on the 3d of March previous, having rec 
ognized the legal existence of the Territorial 
Legislature in a variety of foi ms, which I need 
not enumerate. Indeed, the delegate elected to 
the House of Representatives under a Territorial 
law had been admitted to a seat and had just 
completed his term of service the day previous to 
my inauguration. 

This was the propitious moment for settling all 
the difficulties of Kansas — this the time for aban- 
doning the revolutionary Topeka organization, 
and for the enemies of the existing government 
to conform to the laws and unite with its friends 
in framing a State constitution. But this they 
refused to do, and the consequences of their re 
fusal to submit to the lawful authority and vote 
at the election for delegates, may yet prove to be 
I of the most deplorable character. Would that 
I the respect for the laws of the land which so 
eminently distinguished the men of the past gen- 
eration could be revived. It i9 a disregard and 
violation of law which has for year9 kept the 
Territory of Kansas in a state of almost open re- 
bellion against its government; it is the same 
spirit which has produced actual rebellion in Utah. 
Our only safety consists in obedience and con 
formitv to the law. Should a general spirit against 
its enforcement prevail, this will prove fatal to us 
as a nation. We acknowledge no master but 
law, and should we cut loose from its restraints 
and every one do what seemeth good in his own 
eyes, our case would indeed be hopeless. The 
enemies of Territorial government determined 
still to resist the authority of Congress They 
refused to vote for the delegates to the convention, 
not because from circumstances which I need not 
detail there was an omission to register the com 
paratively few voters who were inhabitants of 
certain counties in Kansas in the early spring of 
1857, but because they had determined at all haz 
ards to adhere to their revolutionary organiza- 
tion, and defeat the establishment of any other 
constitution than i hat which they had framed at 
Topeka. The election was, therefore, suffered 
to pass by default; but of this result the qualified 
electors who refused to vote can never justly 
complain. From this review it is manifest 
that the Lecompton convention, acccording to 
every principle of constitutional law, was legally 
constituted and invested with power to frame a 
constitution. 

“The sacred principle of Popular Sovereignty 
has been invoked in favor of the enemies of law 
and order in Kansas; but in what manner is Pop 
ular Sovereignty to be exercised in this country 
if not through the instrumentality of established 
law ? In certain small Republics of ancient 
times people did assemble in primary meetings 
passed laws and directed public affairs. In our 
country this is manifestly impossible. Popular 
Soverignty can be exercised here only through

them to complan that their rights have been vio 
la ted. The Kansas Convention, thus lawfully 
constituted, proceeded to frame a Constitution 
and having completed the work, finally adjourn 
ed on the 7th of November last. They did not 
think proper to submit the whole of this Consti- 
tution to the popular vote, but did submit the 
question whether Kansas should be a Free or 
Slave State to the people This was the ques 
tion which had convulsed the Union and shaken 
it to its very centre. This was the question 
which had lighted the flames of civil war in Kan 
sas, and produced dangerous sectioual parties 
throughout the confederacy. 

It was of a character so paramount in respect 



to the condition of Kansas as to rivet the anxious 
attention of the people of the whole country up 
on it alone. No person thought ol any other 
question For my own part, when I instructed 
Governor Walker iu general terms in favor of 
submitting the Constitution to the people, I had 
no object ii>view except the all absorbing ques 
tion ot Slavery. In what manner the people of 
Kansas might regulate their other concerns was 
not the subject which attracted my attention. — 
In fact, the general provisions of recent State 
constitutions, after an experience of eighty years, 
are so similar aud excellent, that it would be dif- 
ficult to go far wroug at the present day in tram 
ing a new constitution. I then believed, and 
j still believe, that under the organic act the Kan 
I sas Convention were bound to submit this all im 
portAnt question of slavery to the people. 

It was never my opinion, however, that inde- 
pendently of this act, they would have been 
bound to submit any portion of the Constitution 
to a popular vote, in order to give it validity. 
Had I entertained such an opinion, this would 
have been in opposition to many preeedents in 
our history, commencing iu the very best age of 
our republic. It would have been in opposition 
to the principle which pervades our institutions, 
and which is every day carried into practice — 
that the people have a right to delegate to the 
representatives chosen by themselves, their sov 
ereign power »o frame a Constitution, enact laws, 
and perform many other important acts, without 
requiring that these should be subject to their 
subsequent approbation. It would be a most incon- 
venient limitation of their own power, imposed 
bv the people upon themselves, to exclude them 
from exercising their sovereignty in any lawful 
manner which they might think proper. It is true 
that the people of Kansas might, if they had 
pleased, required the Convention to submit the 
Constitution to a popular vote, but this they have 
not done 

The only remedy, therefore, in this ca9e, is 
that which exists in all other similar cases. If 
the delegates who framed the Kansas coustitu 
tion have in any manner violated the will of their 
costitnents, the people always possess the power 
to change their constitution or laws according to 
their own pleasure. The question of slavery was 
submitted to the election of the people on the 
2 1st of December last, in obedience to the man 
date of the constitution. Here again a fair op 
por*. unity was presented to the adherents of the 
i opeka constitution, if they were the majority, 
to decide this exciting question “in their own 
way,” and thus restore the peace of the distracted 
Territory; but they again refused to exercise the 
right of popular sovereignty, and again suffered 
the election to pass by default. I heartily rejoice 
that a wiser and better spirit prevailed among 
a large majority of these people on the first 
Monday in January, and that’ they did on thai 
day vote under the Lecompton Constitution, for 
a Governor and other Slate officers, a member of 
Congress and members of the Legislature. 

This election was warmly contested by the 
parties, and a larger vote polled than at any 
previous election in the Territory. We may 
now reasonably hope the revolutionary Topeka 
organization will be speedily and formally aban- 
doned, and this will go far towards a final set- 
tlement of the unhappy differences in Kansas. 

If frauds have been committed at this election 
by one or both parties the Legislature and peo 
pie of Kansas, under their Constitution, know how- 
to redress themselves and punish these detesta 
ble, but too common crimes without outside in 
tcrference. The people of Kansas have then 
“in their own way, and in strict accordance with 
the Organic Act, framed a Constitution and State 
government, have submitted the all important 
question of slavery to the people, and have elect- 
ed a Governor, a member of Congress, members 
of the State Legislature aud other State officers,” 
and they now ask admission into the Union under 
this Constitution, republican in its form. It is 
for Congress to decide whether they will admit or 
reject the State which has thus been created. 

For my own part I am decidedly in favor of 
its admission, and thus terminating the Kanzas 
question. This will carry out the great principle 
of non intervention, sanctioned by the organic 
act, which declares in express language in favor 
of the non-intervention of Congress with slavery 
in the States and Territories, leaving the people 
perfectly free to form and regulate their domes 
tic institutions in their own way, subject only to 
the constitution of the United Sates. In this 
manner, by localizing the question of slavery and 
confining it to the people who are immediately 
concerned, every patriot anxiously expected that 
this question would be banished from the halls of 
Congress, where it has always exerted a bane 
ful influence throughout the country. It is prop 
er that I should refer to the election held un- 
der the act of the Territorial Legislature, on the 
first Monday of January, on the Lecompton con 
stitution. This election was held after the Ter 
ritory had been prepared for admission into the 
Union as a sovereign State, and when no author- 
ity existed in the Territorial Legislature which 
could possibly destroy its existence or change its 
character. 

The election, which was peaceably conducted 
under my instructions, involved strange incon 
sistencies. A large majority of the persons who 
voted against the Lecompton constitution were 
at the same time and place recognizing its valid 
existence in the most solid and authentic manner 
by voting under its provisions. I have yet re 
ceived no official information of the result of 
this election. As a queston of expediency, after 
right has been maintained, it may be wise to re 
fleet upon the benefits of Kansas and the whole 
country that will result from its immmediate ad 
mission into the Union as well as the disasters 
that may follow its rejection. Domestic peace 
will be the happy consequence of the admi-sion, 
and that fine Territory, hitherto torn by dissen 
sions, will rapidly increase in population and 
wealth, and speedily realize the blessings and 
comfort which follow agriculture and mechanical 
industry. 1 he people, then, will be sovereign, 
and can regulate their affairs in their own way. 

If the majority of them desire to abolish do 
mestic slavery within the State there is no other 
possible mode by which it can be effected so 
peedilv as by its prompt admission. The will 
of the majority is supreme and irresistible when 
expressed in an orderly and lawful manner. It 
can unmake constitutions at pleasure. It would 
be absurd to say that they can impose fetters up- 
on their own power which they cannot afterwards 
remove. If they could do this they might tie 
their own hands just as well for a hundred as for 
ten years. These are the fundamental principles 
of American freedom, and are recognized in 
some form bv every State Constitution, and if 
Congress in the act of admission should think 
proper to recognize them 1 can perceive no ob 
jection. This has been done emphatically in the 
Constitution oi Kansas. It declares iu its bill 
of rights that “all political power is inherent in 
the people,” and all free governments are found 
ed on their authority and instituted for ther ben- 
efit, and therefore have at all times an inalien- 
able and indefeasable right to alter, reform 
and abolish their form of government, in such 
manner as they may think proper. 

The great State of New York is at this mo 
ment governed under a constitution framed and 
established in direct opposition to the mode pre- 
scribed by a previous constitution. If, therefore, 
a provision changing the constitution of Kansas 
after the year 1861 could by possibility be con 
strued into a prohibition to make such change 
previous to that period of prohibition, it would 
be wholly unavailing. The Legislature already 
elected may at its first session submit the ques 
tion to a vote of the people whether they will or 
not have a convention to amend their constitu- 
tion, and adopt all necessary means forgiving ef- 
fect to the popular will. 

It has been solemnly adjudged by the highest 
judicial tribunal that slavery exists in Kansas by 
virtue of the Constitution of the United States. 
Kansas is therefore at this moment as much a 
slave State as Georgia or South Carolina. With 
out this the equality of the sovereign States com 
prising the Union would be violated, and the use 
and enjoyment of a Territory acquired by the 
common treasure of all the States would be closed 
against the people and property of nearly one 
half the members of the confederacy. 

Slavery can therefore never be prohibited in 
Kansas, except through the means of a constitu- 
tional provision; and in no other manner can 
this be obtained so promptly, if the majority of 
the people desire it, as by admitting her into the 



| Union under her present constitution. On the 
other band, should Congress reject the constitu- 
tion under the idea ol affording the disaffected in 
Kansas a third opportunity to prohibit slavery in 
the State, which they might have done twice be- 
{ lore, it in the majority, no man can foretell the 
consequences. ii Congress, for the sake of 
those men who rciused to vote lor delegates to 
the Conveution, when they might have exclud 
eil slavery Irom the constitution, aud who after- 
wards refused to vote on the 21st of December, 
when they might, as they claim, have stricken 
slavery Irom the constitution, should now reject 
the Slate because slavery remains iu the cousti 
tuiion, it is manifest that the agination upon this 
subject will be renewed in a ihore alarming form 
than it has ever belore assumed. 

Every patriot iu the country had indulged the 
hope that the Kansas Nebraska Act would have 
put a final end to the slavery agitation, at least iu 
Congress, which hud for more than twenty 
years convulsed the country and endangerd the 
Union. This act involved great aud funda- 
mental principles, aud if lairly carried into 
e licet, will settle the question. Should agi- 
tation be again revived — should the people of 
sister States be again eslraugcd from each other 
with more than former bitteruess, this will arise 
liom a cause, so lar as the interests of Kansas 
are concerned, more trifling aud iusiguificanl thau 
has ever stirred the elements ot a great people 
into Commotion. To the people of Kausus the 
only practical difference between admission or re- 
jection depends simply upon the fact whether 
they can themselves more speedily change their 
present Constitution if it does uot accord with 
the will of the majority or frame a second Con- 
stitution to be submitted to Congress he real ter. 

Even it this were a question ol mere expedi 
eilcy, and not ol right, a small ditfeience ol lime 
one way or the other is not of the least impor- 
tance when contrasted with the evils which must 
necessarily result to the whole country from the 
revival ol the slavery agitation. In considering 
this question it should never be forgottou that in 
proportion to ns insignificance, let the decision 
i>e what it may, so lar as it may affect a few thou 
sand inhabit. mis ol Kansas, who have Irom the 
beginning resisted the constitution and the laws, 
lor this very reason the rejection of the consti 
tutiou will be so much the more keenly lelt by 
the peopled lourteeu States of the Union, where 
slavery is recognized under the Constitution ol the 
United Stales. Again, the speedy admission of 
Kansas into the Union will restore peace and quiet 
to the whole coun try. Already the allairs ol that 
I erritory have engrossed and undue proportion 
ol public attention, and have sadly affected the 
friendly relations ol the people of the {States 
with each other, aud alarmed the fears of patriots 
lor the safety of the Union. 

Kansas once admitted, the excitement becomes 
localized, and would soon die away for want ol 
outside aliment; and then every difficulty could 
be settled by the ballot box. Besides and no 
trilling consideration, 1 shall then be enabled to 
withdraw the troops from Kansas and employ 
them ou a service where they are much tie' ded 
I hey hu\e been kept there on the earnest im 
portunity ol Governor Walker, to maintain the 
existence ol the Territorial government aud se 
cure the execution ol the laws. He considered 
it least two thousand regular troops, under the 
command ot Gen. Harney, necessary, Acting up 
on his reliable information, 1 have been obliged 
in some degree to interfere with the expedition 
to Utah, in order to keep down the rebeiliou in 
Kansas, which has involved very heavy expense 
to the government. Kansas ouce admitted, it is 
believed there will no longer be occasion lor the 
troops. 

lhave thus performed my duty in this impor 
tain question under a deep sense of my respousi 
bility to God and to the country. My public life 
will terminate in a brief period, and 1 have no 
other object of earthly ambition than to leave my 
country in a peaceful and prosperous condition, 
and to live iu the affections and respect of my 
couutrymen. The dark and omnious clouds now 
impending over the Uuiou, 1 couuscienciously be 
lieve will be dissipated, with honoi; to every por- 
tion of it by the admission of Kansas during the 
present session of Congress; whereas, if she 
should be rejected, 1 greatly lear these clouds 
will become darker aud more omnious than ever 
yet threatened the Coustitu lion and the Union.

Mr. Read’s Explanation. 

Below we publish a letter from the Senator 
from Larue, endeavoring to explain away expres 
sions which we attributed to him in a recent issue. 
He is right in supposing that we would not inten 
tionnlly do him or any person any injustice, 
and we are perfectly willing to give hin. 
the benefit of his explanation; although many 
of his Iriends will, perhaps, tegret that he has 
seen fit to make one. Whether or not Mr. Read 
intended to be understood as branding the min 
istry as the most ignorant class of men in the 
community, he certainly was so understood by the 
mass of his auditors. We are not at all suipris 
ed that Mr. Read should desire to qualify his re 
marks by an elaborate explanation of his mean 
ing, as they would have placed him in a very un 
enviable position even before Democratic con 
stituents, who, however heretical in poli tics, still 
have respect for those whom the Creator has se 
lected as his servants. It is very probable that 
Mr. Read did not mean what he was understood 
to say, and those who wish him well would be 
glad to think that he did not mean hardly any- 
thing which he has said during the session We 
have too high an opiniou of Mr Read personally, 
to suppose that he has been fully conscious of the 
exact signification anil tendency of anything that 
he lias said this winter. 

But Mr. Read’s apology or explanation is al- 
most as bad as his offense; certainly it is worse 
from the fact that it is in print. He begins by an 
onslaught upon nearly all the School Commission 
ers in the State, charging them with violating the 
intention and spirit of the Normal School bill 
toy appointing their own personal favorites as the 
recipients of the State's munificence, instead of 
the most meritorious We are certain that this 
wanton attack of Mr Read’s is not founded on as 
certained facts, as the Normal studeuts are uni 
versa! Iv admitted to be meritorious, studious, in 
teliigent, and worthy young men; and the School 
Commissioners, as a general rule, are men of too 
high character to be actuated by the motives 
which the Senator attributed to them. 

Mr. Read thinks that there are a large propor- 
tion of the ministers of the gospel who have been 
induced by friends to enter the pulpit, but who are 
utterly unfit to discharge the duties of their high 
and responsible office — in fact, that there is a 
larger proportion of quacks in the ministry than 
in any other profession. It is generally held by 
religionists that ministers are usually called by 
God to act as his servants; but from this univer- 
sally received idea Mr Read dissents. In his 
opiniou they are more frequently moved to their 
choice of profession by friends and mistaken no 
tions of their own qualifications, than by the 
voice of the Almighty pleading with persuasive 
♦eloquence to their hearts. lie thinks that the 
talent of teachers and a great many preachers 
does not run in their respective callings, and that, 
therefore, they ought not either to teach or pre ch 
Perhaps* taking the same course of argument, 
the friends of Mr. Read ought to persuade him 
to desist from speaking in the Legislature, for his 
talent certainly does not run in that way. He 
has not the faculty of making himself under- 
stood. 

But Mr. Read did not mean to say that preach- 
•ers are the most ignoraut men in the community, 
but merely that they were the most inefficient ol 
all men in their particular profession. Now, if 
we were not one of the very best humored persons 
in the world, we might be tempted to say that 
Mr. Read’s case certainly does prove, beyond all 
cavil, that the preachers he has listened to cer 
tainly have been singularly inefficient. But we 
would not appear at all cynical, and therefore 
submit his letter to our readers without further 
comment: 

Frankort, Feb. 3, 1858. 
Editor of the Commonwealth, 

Dear Sir: My attention has been called to an 
article in your paper of yesterday , in which you 
say in an editorial, that while the Normal School 
bill was under discussion in the Senate, that 
I had said that the preachers were the most ig 
noranl class of all the professions, and wiihoui 
an explanation it is calculated to do me very 
great injustice. 

In the discussion of the Normal School ques 
tion 1 gave several reasons, as 1 thought, why it, 
should be repealed, and one of them was: that 
nnder the organization of that school, it was left 
entirely with the common school commissioners 
for the various counties to select the beneficiaries 
or boys that were sent to said schools, and that 
the result io many cases and probably in a large 
number of the cases was, that the selections had 
been made among the favorites of the commission 
ers, and not with a view to their merits and adap 
tali on to that of teaching; and I further assumed 
the position that all educated men would not 
make good teachers, from the fact that school 
teaching was a peculiar science, and that it re 
quired persons whose genius and temperaments, 
adapted them to that profession, and that the re 
suit would be that many young men would re- 
ceive an education at the expense of the common 
school fund, to the prejudice of their fellows, 
who would not teach an honr, from the fact 
that it did not suit them, their genius not run 
ning that way, and that if they did teach or at 
tempt to teach it would amount to nothing more 
nor less than a useless expenditure of the money 
of their patrons. 

To illustrate that position, I said that the pul 
pit came in fora large share of that class ol per 
sons and probably more than any other proles 
eion from the fact that a great many young men 
who manifested a great degree of piety, and hav 
ing pious relations and friends, who, in their zeal 
for the cause of Christianity, have induced them 
to preach or attempt to preach, when in fact they 
were not adapted to that profession, their geni 
us not running in that way, though at the same 
time they may have been well qualified aud 
adapted to fill almost any other station in life, 
and an ornament to society. I used the word ig 
norant as applicable to that idea, which was an 
oversight in me. I should have used the term 



inefficient. By no means did I use it, or intend it, 
in an offensive sense, I did not mean to cast any 
undue imputation upon that high, honorable and 
holy profession. 

There is no man who has a higher regard for 
the ministers of the gospel of peace than I have, 
and God lot bid I should attempt to detract any 
thing Irora them in their missions of love. There is 
no man wiio has a more profound respect for 
Christianity and the Christian religion than 1 have 
I am fully convinced, sir, that you would not in 
tentioually do me or any other person a wanton 
injustice, and as your widely circulated paper has 
gone lorth to the world bearing upon its columns 
the editorial referred to above, you will please 
do me the kiudness to give this letter a place in 
your columns, so that your numerous readers may 
have the benefit of my explanation.

Dear 8jr: Were 1 to remain silent upon the 
recent action of the Kentucky Senate, regarding 
a claim for my benefit, reported by the committee, 
and rejected by the vote of the Senate, it would 
be obvious that 1 doubted the justice of my de 
m inds. It is to the people I now refer my case, 
and will here make a brief statement to justify 
the cause. 

The Governor of Kentucky authorized me, in 
his official capacity, with an appointment officially 
endorsed, instructing me to represent the interest 
of Kentucky and Kentuckians at the Exhibition 
of the Industry of all Nations. 

The duties devolving upon all Commissioners 
were arduous, responsible, and expensive, and 
they were personally responsible for all contribu- 
tions entrusted to their charge. 

I devoted eighteen months, and necessarily 
expended five thousand dollars, in promoting the 
interest, and maintaining the name and fame of 
this Commonwealth before the assembled nations 
of the world. 

These facts were proved and authenticated be 
fore two Senate committees, which made favora 
ble reports; and the Senate has heretofore ac 
knowledged the indebtedness of the State to me 
lor services rendered and money expended, by 
resolution and previous acts. The Senate, in its 
recent vote, decides to repudiate an acknowledged 
and accepted debt, by receiving my services and 
monies without fee or reward. Similar assistance 
that I rendered the State of Missouri, on the 
same occasion, was promptly and liberally ac- 
knowledged; and I take pride in naming this fact 
that the people may know other States rewarded 
their servants. 

I have yet unbounded faith in the integrity of 
native Kentuckians, and leave my case to the 
decision ol the honorable recipients of my favors, 
to say whether the State of Ken’ucky shall restore 
an humble individual some portion of a useful, 
distinguished, and beneficial outlay.

ILr A bill introduced into the House of Re- 
presentatives by Mr. Goodloe, “altering the 
mode of raising county, revenue,” and rejected 
on Saturday morning by a very decisive vote, con 
tained a very important principle. It proposed to 
remove the specific tax now imposed by law on 
slaves, for county purposes, and to tax them with 
other taxable property equally. Under the law, 
as it now exists iu K> ntucky, slaves bear the 
whole burthen of county taxation. Justice seems 
to demand that all properly ought to be taxed 
equally, whenever it cau be done. It is perfectly 
practicable to alter the law as was proposed — 
But, notwithstanding the seeming justice of the 
measure, as well as its entire practicability, the 
House rejected it by an overwhelming majority 
The principal objections urged against its pas 
sage were, that the people had not demanded it, 
and that it proposed a radical and complete 
change of the laws now existing upon the sub 
ject. We are not sufficiently informed upon vhe 
subject to venture an opinion as to the real mer- 
its of the proposed change. We suppose that if 
there be any necessity for the change, the ques 
lion will assume importance in the next canvass. 

Mr. Machen’s Resolutions. — On Saturday 
Mr. Machen made a lengthy speech advocating 
the passage of his resolutions instructing our 
Senators, and requesting our Representatives, to 
vote for the immediate admission of Kansas un 
der the Leeompton Constitution. Mr. Macheu is 
the acknowledged leader of the Democracy in the 
House, aud his speech may be accepted as an ex- 
ponent of their views We are curious to see 
how they will get around Mr Huston’s substi- 
tute, embodying as it does the very first and most 
vital principles of Republicanism and popular 
government. Will they dodge it bv referring it to 
a committee, which committee, composed of a 
majority of Democrats, will undoubtedly smother 
it ? Or will they come out manfully aud boldly, 
and oppose it on principle ? We are curious to 
see. and will wait further development before 
making any comineut. 

The Dead Sea, Painted by E. Trove. — This 
pictorial representation of the Dead Sea and its 
shores, by an American citizen, is the only accu- 
rate portraiture of that remarkable and interest- 
ing scene in America, and, it is believed, in the 
world. It is a fit accompaniment to Lieut. 
Lynch’s description and survey, and should find 
a place in the Congressional library. It should 
be suffered to remain in no private collec- 
tion, but should become the property of the United 
States, by all of whose people it might be seen 
as a work of art; it is open to the judgment and 
criticism of all, but as an accurately faithful pic 
ture, it can only be appreciated by those, who, 
like the artist, spent many days in viewing the 
scene from various points. This required no 
little expense, exposure, and peril, which noth- 
ing but the enthusiasm of genius would have en 
countered. 

We understand that Mr. Troye has taken this 
picture to Washington, and we hope that the 
Congress o. the United States will make it a 
part of the national property, and place it among 
the trophies of American enterprise.

There were persons in the 
crowd who, although they cheerfully ail milted 
Mr. Marshall’s undoubted talent, doubted until 
Saturday night, whether he could sustain himself 
in a lecture which required the greatest accura- 
cy and most minute historical knowledge, and, 
at the same lime the most brilliant flights of 
rhetoric, to do the subject justice But, for one, 
we had no such (ears, and well did he vindicate 
our hopes and unwavering confidence in the om- 
nipotence of his peerless genius We had occa- 
sionally heard Mr. Marshall in loftier flights than 
any which burst from his fiery soul on that even- 
ing, but never, no, not once, have we ever lis- 
tened to a discouise from him or any other mor- 
tal man which was characterized throughout by a 
more impressive, chaste, and refined eloquence, 
or by perfectly sustained vigor of thought. 

It is all a mistake for any one to suppose that 
Mr. Marshall is a mere stump speaker. It re 
quires a subject in the discussion of which he can 
revel in all the stores of learning which lie has 
treasured up, to show what Tom. Marshall really 
is. He is not only the greatest natural, but lie is 
also the most highly cultivated genius we ever 
knew. With all the burning and brilliant imagi- 
nitionof a poet, he unites the philosophy of a 
Bacon. 

It is unfair that Mr. Marshall after creating 
such a warm desire on the part of all to hear 
him, should close his lectures at the most inter- 
esting epochs The citizens of Frankfort will 
deem it unkind in him should he refuse their 
earnest request to permit them again to gather 
words of sweetness and lessons of wisdom irorn 
his lips. Kentuckians would justly complain 
should he desert the Capital of his native State 
lor the benefit of other cities. Mr. Marshall 
must gratify the insatiable thirst of our people, 
even though it may put him to some temporary 
inconvenience Surely his generous spirit will 
not refuse ?

CHAPTER 206. 

An act to prevent the wanton destruction of 
fish in the Kentucky river anu its tributaries. 

$ 1. VVherk&s. groat ami wanton destruction of fish is 
made by persons with sems and sei nets at cer la in t^age- 
of the water below the sev -ml lock* and dams of tin- 
Kentucky river, thereto wasting and destroying; the fl-h 
in great numbers, and pre\ euting their passage up tin 
S‘i d river and their distribution mlo the smaller si reams 
Therefore, 

Be if enacted by the General Assembly of the Common- 
wealth of Kentucky, Thai it shall noi be lawful for any 
per -o 1 1 «,r persons to haul a sein or stretch a »i-i net for 
taking fish, al any point in the Kentucky river below any 
of the locks and dams on said river, or w ithin hall a 
mile of the month of any tributary stream between the 
moulli of the Kentucky river and lock and dam No. 5, 
on said river. 

$ 2. Be it further enacted. That each and every per- 
son Mho shall lie guilty of a violation of this act, shall, 
for each and every such offence, l*C subject to a fine of 
fifty dollar*, recoverable by warrant in the name of Hie 
Co hi mon wealth of Kentucky, before any Justice of the 
Peace. 

$3 Be it further enacted. That it shall be the duty of 
oach of the several lock keepers to prosecute, for any 
violation of this act w hich may come to ids knowledge 
and iu case of his failure to do so, any Other persou may 
prosecute; and, iu case of conviction, one-half f the 
fine shall entire t«» the benefit of the prosecutor. 

$ 4. Whenever the Justice issues his warrant nnder 
this act, he shall als » issue an attachment, directing and 
empoM ering the officer to seize and attach the sei nets 
or selns thus used by' the offending party, and hold the 
same until the warrant is disposed of, when they shall 
be exposed to sab* for the satisfaction of the judgment, 
if ludgment i* rendered against tip* defendant.
